ING CANCER BY USE OF 
‘ RADIUM 
(a 

New York, April 11.—All ‘hope 
of curing cancer by radium has 
been abandoned by some of the 
foremost surgeons and research 
workers of the country, who de- 
clared at last night’s.meeting of 
the American Society for the 
Control of Cancer, that the fail-, 
ures of radium,outnumber the 
cures by 100 to 1. 

That nothing'is of avail against 
the most dreaded disease but the 
speedy use of the knife was the 
opinion advanced by Dr. William 
Mayo, of Rochester, Minn. Oper- 
ation is the only cure, but yadi- 
um or ray treatment is in order 
as a temporar8 palliative where 
operation is impossible, accord- 
ing to Dr. Wood, director of can- 
cer research at Columbia Univer- 


sity. Failures from radium out- 
number the cures 100 to 1, he 
said. Another generation will be 


required to furnish knowledge of 
the real cause and actual nature 
of cancer, he said. Experiments 
for 35 centuries show that hered- 
ity plays a,small part, if any at 
all, in its appearance. 

It was expected that the mem- 
bers would have something hope- 
ful to report on the investiga 
tions. They admitted no pro 
and held out little hope. 
They united in saying that) they 
discovered neither the cause nor 
the nature of cancer. Then they 
proved by statistics that cancer 
is On the increase 

That a change in thevhabits and 
customs may reduce the disease 
to some extent Was a ray of 
hope held out by Dr. Mayo, who 
also said any; cancer could be cur- 
cd if operated upon in its carly 
stayes.

Mette who would buy 
horses to take to rew: districts, 
and men who would estabhish 
new studs are not buying, the 
former because they ariticipate 
the establishment of a Govern- 
ment pure-bred horse in their dis- 
trict, and they fecl they cannot 
stand a horse that may have 
cost them a large sum in compe- 


tition with a statc-owned stalhon . 


and cxpect to get satisfactory 
returns; the latter class feel that 
the Government must set .an arbi- 
trary figure on the horse they 
buy, a figure that will not be in 
direct relation to‘ the real value 
of the animal. ‘The inferior or 
mediocre sort may bring above 
their Value, while’ the best in the 
reed may only ori: a fraction 
of their value if sold to the &sov- 
ernment. They, therefore, do not 
gare to establish a breeding es- 
tablishment until more settled 
conditions are attained. If these 
results are already being brought 
about ‘by the Government’s 
scheme, then it needs a readjust- 
ment at once, for Canada can ill- 
afford to block in any way the 
work of her breeders of pure-bred 
stosk, particularly the few men 
who year by year have been rais- 
ing the standard in the. respect- 
ive breeds, until now Canada 
holds an enviable position in the 
pure-bred live stock ‘world. 
Another criticism, one that has 
not been much heard of, but 
¢ still e considera- 
tion, is that of the’ calibér 
| sires, particularly bulls and stal- 
‘lions, which 


' wholesale basis, it is impossible

clusively the really better type 
of pure-bred stock. The very 
number handled makes it imper- 
j ative that sires of middle quality 
be distributed. {This class of 


| sires in the major number of in-' 


stances will be quite well suited 
to the stock of the district to 
which they will go, but the very 
fact that the Dominion Govern- 
ment has set 
proval upon any sire that may 
not be of the most superior sort 
will give that animal an added 
prestige, and in many districts 
he will become the ideal which 
can have no other effect that a 
derobatory influence on the 
standard of breeding in due time. 

The Dominion Government 
must recognize the fact that in 
handling pure-bred sires on. such 
a gigantic scale that with their 
prestige they are setting a stand- 
ard not only of price but also of 
Ries This standard of qual- 
ity will appeal directly to most 
farmers, and if the Government 
long continues to distribute sires 
free it will force many 
to lower their standard of qual- 
ito to meet thre prices, 

While this serious criticism 
may be offered the scheme, it has 
many splendid features, but it 
needs readjustment.

Butter ey | 
‘Is The Butter 


Farm buttér is preferred by 
most people to creamery * butter. 
But what: they demand of )-fatm 
butter before they will-eat it is 
that ‘it be clean and’ good, 'First 
class farm butter . will at any 
time bring a price equal to. that 
of creamery butter if it has been 
made undér Rygienic conditions. 

The reason that creamery -but- 
ter is uniformly good’ is that the 
buttermaker’ knows his business 
and the faetory is equipped so as 
to give him control’ over the 
cream, thereby enabling him. to 
make a ‘uniform quality of but- 
ter. 2 
The off flavor in a large portion 
of farm butter that ré@aches the 
market, is because the:milk and 
cream from which it was produc- 
ed was kept-in unclean cans. The 
cans may have been washed be- 
fore placing’ the milk and cream 
into them and_ still be unclean, 
because, in the scams there had 
been left bacteria. Cleanse the 
cans thoroughly, sce that the 
process reaches the seams, and 
any other parts that.may be a 
nesting place for bacteria; also 
give the can a yood sun bath and 
airing. Be sure and cleanse the 
separator thoroughly, because 
the source of off flavor may be 
found there. : 

Sometimes it happens that the 
housewife keeps. everything in a

They are ‘some of the reasons 
that have brought such a bad 
name to farm butter. They are 
all easy to remedy, and once. hav- 
ing done so,:the farm buttermak- 
er may depend ‘that the goodness 
of her butter is coiny to return 
her a price that is in line with 
that secured for creamery butter. 
Of course it is necessary for the 
good buttermakcr to have a work 
ing knowledge of the principles of 
Buttermaking. The cream must 
not be too old or allowed to be- 
come too sour; it must not. be 
churned when it is too warm or 
too sweet. Always remember 
_that good butter is the sure re- 
sult of rivht methods and condi- 
tions. Study them. See that 
they are followed and you are 
bound to reap a profit that will 
amply repay you for the effort.

Ey- 
eryone knows that the present 
law ig totally inadequate to deal 
with the election crooks. There 
are so many ways of delaying or 
preventing the hearitig of a peti- 
tion against the clection. of «a 
member that the trial is practi- 
cally never carried to a conclus- 
ion. Many cascs are thrown out 
on the ynost trivial technicalities 
while others are delayed or post- 
poned so frequently that Parlia- 
ment is dissolved and they die a: 
natural death before they. are 
heard, Ih other cases, such. as’ 
the Macdonald. case in Manitoba 
recently, an! admission of a tech- 
nical breach of the law is put in, 
and the member consents to the 
election being declared void, and 
so prevents any evidence being 
given and the wrongdoing expos-: 
ed. It isa difficult matter to 
say which of the two political 
parties has been guilty of the 
more corruption and bribery in 
Canada. Almost every election 
brings charges and counter 


charges of the use of liquor, the’ - 


payment offmoney, and the prom-~ 
ise of jobs to influence the voters. 

Occasionally, these- charges are 

false, but 
does not learn of half the corrup- 

tion practiced by its opponents. * 
What is needed is a means of se-, 
curing an investigation into ‘elec-, 
toral corruption which will  ex- | 
pose not only the tools, but the 
men higher up who are really. re- ; 
sponsible on both sides of polit- 

One thing urgently neces- | 
sary to prevent corruption in 
politics is publicity of campaign 

funds. The money that is uscd 
for the purpose of bribing voters: 
‘is, usually tilched from the public 
treasury in the first placc. It 

reaches the party campaign fund 
by way of a government con- 
tractor who is ‘paid an extravag- 
ant price for his work, 6n condi- 
tion that he hands back a por- 
tion of his profit; it comes 
through railway promoters -who 
have received land grants, bond 
guarantees, loans, and bonuses; 

it comes from manufacturersywho 
‘haye received tariff favors that 
enable them to impose high pric- 
‘es upon the public, and it comes 
from hotel-keepers who depend 
upon the good-will of the gov- 
ernment to retain their licenses 
aud to escape prosecution for 
breaches of the law. If the pol- 
iticians had to find the money 
with which they bribe and cor- 
rupt the voters and to pay im-. 
personaters out of their own 
pockets, instead of out of the 

pockets of the people as a whole, 
there would be very much cleaner 
elections, and it is certain that 
most of the big contributions to 


the campaign funds of both par-- 


ties would not be forthcoming if 
they had 
Premier Borden, as a man of 
high personal honor and integ- 
rity, must have an intense dis- 
like for the ‘election methods 
which are used both for and 
against him, and we trust that he 
will not allow himself to be de- 
terred by any of his colleagues 
who do not share his high ideals, 
but will lose no time in getting 
the committee to work and in!
